Witcher was introduced by Judge 
U. G. Winn of this city and spoke 
at some length in his attack on the 
klan. In the beginning of his speech 
he accused the klan of running out 
or the debate and stated that mom. 
b< rs of that organization wherever 
he went were unwilling to appear 
in verbal combat with him. 
In the course of his discussion 
Mr. Witcher took the tenets of the 
klan one by one and argued that 
the klan was actually not bound to 
any of them, contending that if the 
me rn hers of the organization held 
strictly to those tenets there would 
be no need ofthe organization. 
The 
speaker 
asserted 
that 
Hit 
klan was primarily run by politic­ 
ians and for politcial motive-* bv 
people who are not willing to come 
out into the open in their w*ork. 
The use or masks and robes as 
means of preventing identification 
was attacked, as was the custom of 
meeting in secret. The klan 
wa? 
also 
accused 
of 
participation 
in 
some ofthe flogging parties whict 
have been taking place since th* 
organization of the klan. 
Mr. Witcher stated that the klan 
had 
an ulterior 
motive 
in 
ever? 
act and deed, referring particular 
ly to the donations of the klan t*. 
charity or the churches. He assert­ 
ed that in doing this the organiz­ 
ation w*as not really seeking to ani 
•uttering but was taking this means 
of securing advertising for the or­ 
der. 
The speaker produced a copy oi 
w hat he asserted was the oath re­ 
quired of entrants into 
the 
klan 
and attacked it statement by state­ 
ment, asserting that It 
was 
un- 
American and ending his talk wit! 
a strong denunciation of the klan. 
He delivered another address at 
the court house in the evening.
